of tha two, Tien’ Tai-hsing, Hang-lin’s 
son, was in tho habit of going over almost 
- daily to his uncle’s hause to wasist in any 
work there might be to do, and took advan- 
jage of the opportunily thus afforded bin 
to seduco his couain Tien Haiao chao, 
Hung-hetang’s daughter, In courses of 
time the girl became ‘pregnant and the 
matter came to Lung-lin’s ears, Hera- 
upon Mai-bsing, wishing to shield himself, 
falaaly asserted thut hig cousin’s pregnancy 
was due to incestuous intercourse between 
Hung-hsiong and his daughter. Hung-tin | 
tuok this statement ta bo truo and at once | 
resolved to wipe out the family disgrace by | 
‘hurying: hia brother and his nieco alive. 
Tai-haing tried to dissuade him to the best 
of hia ability, but was unable to do so and 
{was compelled by his father to assist him 
in carrying out Ins project. The two theo 
went with another man, Li Lno-wn, to 
Hung-hsiang’s house and upbraided him 
for his disgraceful conduct. Huog-hsiang 
naturally protested his innocence, but with- 
out listening to what be had to say they 
pound him and daughter hand and foot 
and threw them into a cavity made by a 
mountaia torrent at tho back uf the house, 
covering them up with earth until they 
worn dead. A cortain Chang, who was 
cutting firewood on the hillsido, hearing 
erivs fur help, came to their assistance. but 
waa foread hy Hung-lin to promise to bold 
his tongue with regard to what he hadsoen. 
‘The story howaver leaked out and the casa 
wna at onea taken up by: the district magis- 
trate, by whom, sfter passing through suc- 
cossive stages, it was referred to memoria- 
ia’ 


After carefully investigating the matter 
tho fullowing seatonoea have been inflicted. 
Hang-lin, in that he caused the death of 
Vhis youngor brother, las been condemned 
to death by strangulation after the antunin 
assizes. ‘Tho only punishment that oan be 
inilicted on T'ni-hsing for bis many crimes 
and bis peculiarly dastardly conduct 1 that 
of doath by the ding eh'ih process in that 
he ouused the death of his cucle.

thoroughly Europoan, 

I was often asked in’ America how love 
and courtship could be possible in Turkey 
when our dear’ girls had to. cover, their 

retty facos beforo’ mon and bo salways 
Fandicapped by tho cules of Namnehram— 
rales by which men are excluded from the 
society of women’ unless they area vary’ 
Of courage we do not have 
in ‘Turkey the privilege of taking our 
aweotheart.to the theatre and then to a 
petit souper, nor ore wo allowed to‘call on 
our lody-love and prolong the visit to a 
Tate hour, as I found it to bo tha custom 
with eome Americans, But in spite of 
veils we do see and fall in lova, and 
notwithstanding the rules of Mammehram 
we do coart and wed our choice. If ‘love 
Tnughs at locksmiths,’ can it not also laugh 
at veils ond Nammehrams? . -- . 


HE LIGHTS HIS PIPE ONCE MORE. 

Some fifty years ogo tho English ship 
* Argos’ was wreoked on a low-lying key 
or sand Island of the Bahama group, Only 
one man, a sailor, was thrown safely on tho 
beach by the waves, In hia pocket was a 
tin tobacco boz, a pipe, anda flint and 
stecl.
